John Aspinwall Roosevelt took as his 
bride Anne Lindsay Clark of Boston, 
blond New England debutante. 

A socially elect gathering crowded 
the century-old Nahant Union Church 
as a simple Episcopal ceremony was 
read by Dr. Endicott Peabody, head- 
master of Groton school. The Pres- 
ident of the United States and Mrs. 
Roosevelt watched from the front pew. 
Other Members of the Roosevelt clan 
were present. 

At the conclusion of the church 
services, the bridal couple, attendants, 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt and 
others drove to the Hanant Club, 
where a reception was given after the 
wedding for 800 persons. Later the at- 
tended the wedding breakfast for 36 
members of the family and the wed- 
ding attendants.

Only Twelve Per Cent Of 
Electors Go To Polls In 
Special $95,000 Election 


The proposal to issue $95,000 in 
bonds for enlargement of the county 
' high school to relieve over-crowding 
Which has been apparent for several 
years, failed of the necessary two- 
thirds majority by thirteen votes, in 
the special election Friday. 

Unofficial returns, collected from all 
voting precincts by B. E. Larson, high 
school principal, gave the following 
totals: 

Aye: 527. 

Nay: 282. 

The total of votes cast was 809;—a 
fraction more than twelve per cent of 
the 6,500 electors who were eligible to 
vote. 

The election was conducted at fif- 
teen polling paces throughout the 
county and the proposal trailed at El 
Dorado, Georgetown, Mt. Aukum, Wil- 
lows and Pilot Hill. 

Pilot Hill was the last precinct to re- 
port, and proponents of the bond is- 
sue were hopeful that the returns 
might be sufficient to authorize is- 
suance of the bonds. The vote in this 
precinct was four in favor as against 
15 against. 

Mt. Aukum district voted 22 votes, 
all of them against the bond issue. 

Placerville recorded only 369 votes, 
Diamond Springs only 46, Georgetown 
but 81, Camino only 39 and Lake 
Vailey only 10. 

The governing board of the high 
school, faced with the probability of an 
over-crowded school in September and 
wondering what tc do about it, will 
meet Friday at one o’clock to canvass 
plans.

RESECTION OF THE RAMUS 
HELPS CORRECT 
CHIN DEFECTS 


PHILADELPHIA, (lP—An operation 
used by dental surgeons to correct jut- 
ting or receding chins was described 
at Temple University Dental School at 
@ program celegrating the school’s 
75th anniversary. 

Dr. James R. Cameron, professor of 
oral surgery, said the operation was 
known technically as resection of the 
ramus, the short “handle” of the low- 
er jaw which locks with the upper 
jaw in front of the ear. 

The ramus is cut horizontally and 
the jaw moved forward or backward 
as much as half an inch, then the 
teeth are wired together until the 
bones knit, accordnig to Dr. Camer- 
on.

The thumb, an unattractive and un- 
inspired appendage at best, rose from 
obscurity to prominence yesterday 
when Schmeling inspected the boxing 
gloves which Joe Louis plans to use m 
defense of his title in Yankee Sta- 
dium Wednesday night. 

The gloves were brought to Schmel- 
ing’s camp by Tom Farley, brother of 
Jim and a deputy inspector of the New 
York Boxing Commission. The German 
had no more than slipped his hands 
into the gloves than he started a storm 
of protest that all but brought white 
caps to the surface of Lake Pleasant, 
which encircles his Bucolic bungalow. 

“Look at the tums! Look at the 
tums!”
